Uou  of  Admiral  Kunbrrty  *  fl*wt  b7  tbs 
Bamoan  bum. woe,  la  1888,  which  no 
•kill  or  foresight  could  have  prevented, 
oar  naval  arm  for  many  year*  has 
been  remarkably  free  fitxn  really  ■erl- 
ou*  disaster*.

lanta  in  1878  aad  18*0  with  800  offi 
cers.  sailor*  and  apprentice  boy*,  or  the 
■inking  of  the  British  flagship  Victoria, 
with  Admiral  Tryoa.  Ti  officer*  and 
330  sailor*,  by  collision  with  the  Cainp- 
rrdown  on  June  93,  1889,  in  the  Medi¬ 
terranean,  or  the  wrwk  of  the  Spanish 
cruiser  Reins  Regeate.  mi  March  10. 
1886,  With  490  officer*  and  aeamrti 

The  list  of  minor  accidents  to  fc.eign 
naval  veaaela  in  the  past  few  years 
would  be  too  long  to  enumerate.  But 
the  stranding  .of  the  British  ironclads 
Howe  and  Anson,  the  flagship  Am  phi  on 
and  the  cruiser  HultaO  were  far  more 
grav*-  affair*  than  any  such  accident* 
which  have  occurred  to  any  of  our  own 
heavy  Vessel*  within  this  period.

Arf.stla*  Railroads. 

In  the  Argentine  Republic  the  service 
of  trains  ia  appallingly  irregular,  chief¬ 
ly  owing  to  the  bad  state  of  the  perma¬ 
nent  way.  which,  when  once  laid,  is 
left  to  take  care  of  itself.

•  *  My  frie-nd  had  be-eu  engaged  in  au 
-urm-st  conversation  with  the  lawyer 
vhile  I  was  talking  to  the  jolly  old 
German,  and  when  the  waiter  came 
with  the  beers  be  told  him  to  bring 
some  crabs,  2)4  dozen  oysters  ou  the 
shell  aud  a  glass  of  hot  water.  He  bad 
persuaded  Blakely  to  try  some  oysters. 

"At  Beirmister’s  when  an  order  was 
given  for  crabs  they  invariably  brought 
a  dozen,  and  yoo  puid  for  as  many  as 
you  consumed  out  of  that  number.  The 
waiter  soon  returned  with  oysters,  crabs 
and  hot  water.

THE  GUERNSEY  MARKET. 

How  a  Public  Building  was 
Erecttd  and  Paid  For  With¬ 
out  Money,  Bonds, 
or  Interest 


In  lb*  p.riidi  of  St.  Peter,  Island 
of  OuH'imer,  marketing  was  carried 
nu  in  ill-protected  stalla  around  the 
.-huri-h  aqunre.  The  loss,  s  to  vamlerti 
l.y  rains,  mid  tile  illroitveuieilces  to 
buyers,  mad*  the  nwd  of  a  covered 
market  boiiae  keenly  felt ;  and  some 
pul  Jie  spirited  citizens  to-  Ic  the  innt 
ter  in  hand  to  have  one  huilt.  Au 
estimate  of  the  Imilding  required 
niH.te  its  approximate  <*ost  in  money 
$22,000,  and  to  rai-e  this  hiiioiiii*  of 
utoin-r  became  Ihe  question  with  the 
promoters  of  the  scheme  It  «ih  t, 
question,  however,  of  e  sv  solution 
ns  thsy  hml  thousands  of  precedents 
They  drew  up  a  petition  setting  forth 
the  need  of  a  market  house  and  ask 
iug  the  governor  to  issue  interest- 
hearing  bunds,  to  be  negotiated  iu 
Paris  or  London  for  the  money  where 
with  to  erect  the  huildiug.  A  com¬ 
mittee  waa  appointed  to  present  the 
|*)t(tion  with  some  three  hundred  sig¬ 
natures  appended  lo  Governor  De 
L'lsle  Brock. 

It  happened  that  while  the  people 
were  money  worship|>ers,  that  ia,  l*e- 
lieveil  in  the  omnipotence  of  money, 
Governor  Brock,  on  the  coutran,  was 
a  money  infidel,  that  is,  did  not  be¬ 
lieve  that  money  was  ahte  to  do  the 
east  thing.  Consequently,  wheu  the 
committee  presented  the  petition, 
superstition  and  science  came  in  con 
diet.  The  governor  set  to  wurk,  with 
arguments,  to  prevent  the  citizens 
from  going  into  debt  and  becoming 
tributary  to  bankers  in  Paris  and 
London.  After  explaining  to  the  com¬ 
mittee,  with  litfJs  effect,  that  oil  the 
money  in  the  world  could  not  make 
nor  lay  a  brick,  could  not  pl&ue  nor 
nail  a  plank  in  the  proposed  market 
bouse,  he  finally  struck  the  right  way 
and  reached  their  unde 
follows  : 

“Will  you  permit  me,”  he  asked  the 
committee,  “  to  piece  before  you 
some  very  simple  questions  ?”  Then 
continuing  :  “Have  we  the  necessary 
number  of  mechanics  among  us  to 
build  said  house  V '  he  asked.  The 
committee  replied  that  they  had,  adfl 
ing  that,  owing  to  dull  times  many 
were  out  of  employment  and  'would 
be  glad  of  a  job.  This  reply  the 
governor  put  down  on  paper  summa¬ 
rily  thus  :  *  Ws  have  the  men.’  He 

tb«n  asked  about  the  materials,  rocka, 
bricks,  lumber,  lime,  sand ;  about 
tools,  teams,  as  well  as  all  requisites 
to  maintain  men  and  teams  while  the 
work  was  being  executed.  To  all 
these  questions  the  committee  had  to 
reply  affirmatively,  because  the  whole 
were  to  be  found  in  tbs  parish.  The 

Sivernor  set  down  on  bis  list  each  in 
e  order  given.  Holoing,  then,  the 
list  in  his  hands,  he,  with  the  full  as¬ 
surance  of  being  in  the  right,  ad¬ 
dressed  the  committee  as  follows  : 

“Here  you  tell  me  that  ws  have 
among  ourselves  everything  needed 
to  build  the  market  house,  yet  you 
desire  me  to  bond  you  to  bankers  for 
a  material  which  is  of  no  manner  ot 
use  in  the  construction  of  the  house. 
Strange  anomaly  !”  “It  ia  true,' 
marked  one  of  the  committee,  “that 
we  have  men  and  materials,  but  we 
lack  the  money  to  pay  the  men  and 
buy  the  materials.’’  “Friends,"  re¬ 
plied  the  governor,  “when  a  man  gets 
paid  for  work  done  or  materials  fur¬ 
nished,  it  means  that  he  has  worked 
for  others  and  aold  the  materials.  Is 
it  your  inteution  to  build  s  house  for 
bankers  t  If  so,  then  you  are  right 
in  demanding  pay  from  those  bank¬ 
ers.  Bat,  in  such  case,  you  should 
not  pi Aoa  yourselves  under  bondage 
besides.  If  thoee  bankers  pay  >ou 
for  the  bouse,  and  bold  you  in  bond¬ 
age  ahw,  demanding  annual  tribute, 
they  will  soon  have  both  Ihe  house 
and  the  money  they  paid  you.  It 
will  be  no  relief  to  say  that  we  make 
the  renter*  of  the  market-house  pay 
that  tribute  to  the  bankers.  The 
renters  will  be  part  of  ua,  and  they 
will  demand  of  their  customers  that 
tribute  in  higher  prices  for  goods. 
So  ww  jointly  will  have  to  pay  tribute 
in  perpetuity  for  an  article  which,  as 
I  said,  ia  of  no  use  to  us.  Allow  me, 
gentlemen,  to  propose  a  better  plan 
for  building  our  market  bouse.  Hav- 
iug,  as  you  avow,  men  and  materials, 
all  that  ia  necesaAry  in  the  case  is  to 
uip  account  of  each  man’s  eontribu 
tions  of  work  or  materials,  that,  in 
the  future,  we  may  balance  equitably 
the  expense*  of  the  building.  This 
can  beat  be  done  by  means  of 
money  wbiob  laya  no  claims  to  inter 
est.  Instead  of  bonds,  I  will  issue 
$22,006  market  house  &CRIFT*,  of  dif¬ 
ferent  denomination*  (as  money) 
with  these  pay  the  men  and 
the  materials,  then  make  these  son] 
receivable  at  par  with  legal 
money  for  the  rent  of  the 
The  committee,  after  some  heeil 
assented  to  the  governor's 
Meat  of  the  citizens  also  agreed  to 
The  “scripts"  were  issued,  the  mstej 
ials  procured,  th4  meu  put  to  worl 
the  building  erected,  and  the  stall 
ranted.  The  scripts  circulated  in  th 
Island  at  per.  Every  month's  rex 
reduced  their  quantity,  and,  in  leai 
than  ten  years  all  were  beck  in  the 
public  treasury  and  stamped  “can* 
Celled,”  and  thus  ended  the  life  ot 
the  Guernsey  Market  House  Script* 
The  house  bed  been  built,  the  com 


iributiooa  of  materials  and  work  were 
now  •))  paid  with  the  goods  they  had 
purchased  at  the  market  houae.  or 
indirectly  elsewhere,  aud  not  one 
cent  lust  ti  Ihe  people  in  discounting 
boml»  nor  interest. 

Iu  the  history  of  the  building  of 
the  Guernsey  market  bouse  is  con¬ 
tained  a  practical  object  lesson  in  <xp 
opfiutiim  ubng  ihe  LhIioi  Exchange 
I  ISe  'J  hough  tbs  111*1  ket,  house  was 
1  bus  built  many  years  uk<»,  and  is  a b 
illustraiiou  of  Ulior-cliieck*  cnemial  oil 
as  money,  ou  a  par  with  money,  aUil 
ultimately  redeemed,  there  sie  mo.  ey- 
»vi.i  aljj|)|a-ih  today  who  *  ill  cling  |« 
ttyjir  superstitious  belief  iu  gold,  01 
legal  ten-  i-r  nous  redeemable  in  gold, 
oallmoiilj  sound  basis  of  buxines*.. 

Governor  Brin  k  built  his  houae  on 
I  lie  os-opeiMlive  plat,  by  volnusry 
contributions.  Then,  at  the  time  when 
capitalists,  ou  their  system  of  niouey, 
would  have  absorbed  both  house  and 
money  and  turned  the  buildsia  out 
penniless,  Ihe  governor  declined  lbs 
house -public  property.  He  confiscated 
private  properly  to  public  use. 

The  Labor  Exchange  provides  a 
more  equitable  system.  By  it,  thua* 
alone  who  contribute  work  or  materials 
snd  their  auxiliaries  who  furnish  focal, 
cloths*,  lodging,  etc,  shall  l>e  benefi- 
ciarief  iu  perpetuity.
